He eschews 
both garlic and opium, and his tempera- 
nent strikes a note of modernity, Ho is 
widely read in European literature, well 
versed in Western sciences, and even ablé 


to appreciate Occidental m At the 
rame time, although the Minister zmay ho 
imbued ‘with’ n new spirit, there will bo 
no change in the elinracter of the Chinese’ 
Legation, .. Thus, whon entertaining, his 
Exeolleney wear the usual beautiful 
yolies of Chinese officials, ornamented on 
the back and chest with the-large figures 
of embroidercd swans that denote the 
difference between civil and military rank. 
Among oflicors ot the Chincys Army and 
Navy tigers of Ferocious aspect take the 
placo of the swans. Li Ching Fong, how- 
ever, is acivilian officinl of the highest 
yank, ad wears decorations of the first 
class in Orders of the Peneock, the Im- 
periat Dragon, etc., besides many feathers 
and buttons.
